may at any fime become a vital lacus, but such security cannot be built up| 
overnight and to be effective and enduring it must be based on complete 
understanding and unity of purpose. 

To give point to the assertion one is reminded of the fable of the old 
who called his sons together as death approached and urgéd them to 
the resources he was leaving them, pointing out that if they stuck 
together no harm could befall them. He illustrated his precept by handing 
them a bundle of sticks bound together with instructions to break 
them, The boys found it was impossible to do so, but when the sticks were 
separated they were snapped assunder with ease. 

An effective unity cannot be built up if the elements which should com- 
prise it are isolationists-or are engaged in the promotion of sectionalism, 
provincialism or even a narrow nationalism. As Professor A. R, M. Lower 
of Wesley College, Winnipeg, aptly expressed it at a recent conference on 
economics and politics: “A proper degree of civic pride is good, but when 
it goes too far it becomes parochialism and endangers the nation's integ- 
rity.”

Gefinitely what takes place when a 
Person dies and when death ap- 
Proaches, it is expected that still fur- 
ther can be made in sus- 
taining life. This is one of the objec- 
tives of those who are experimenting | 
with the use of electro-cardiographs 
in cases of apparent drowning, elec- 
tric shock and carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

Tt has been proved conclusively 
that a suspended state of animation 
can so resemble death that ordinary 
methods will fail to discover life. The 
result has been that thousands of 
persons have been taken from the 
water and declared dead too soon, 
“artificial respiration being “discon- 
tinued long before such efforts might 
have proved successful if carried on. 

This knowledge—coupled with the 
fact that there are nearly a thou- 
sand cases of accidental drownings | 
every year in Canada—prompted the 
organization by Dr. Gordon Bates, 
General Director of the Health 


League of Canada of a group of ex- 


perts to study the subject. 
Sir Frederick Banting and others 
have been actively at work to dis- 


pension of animation. As a contri- 
bution to this study as well as to the 
possibility of saving more lives, the 
harbor authorities are co-operating 
by prompt notification of the com- 
mittee when accidents occur. In 
other parts of the country, too, the 
publicity given the movement has 
had the effect of a more general 
summoning of medical -aid and 
longer-sustained efforts at resuscita- 
tion.

Bat Drunken Drivers Are Not The 
Only Menace To Traffic 

We believe, says the Ridgetown 
Dominion, there is a tendency to 
overemphasize the part that drunk 
driving plays in the appalling record | 
of tragedy on the highway, and! 
think the sober fool is just as dan- 
gerous. 

This statement is not intended as 
&. justification of the drunken driver. 
He is a menace, and should be treat- 
ed as such. Thete is, however, a cer- 
tain type of propaganda which plays 
up the prominence “of drink as a| 
contributing factor in motor acci- 
dents, though even this propaganda 
claims liquor to be responsible in 
only about six per cent. of fatal acci- 
dents. Obviously the other 94 per 
cent. are caused by other factors. 

The prominence given to the liquor 
factor creates a feeling that as long 
as a driver is sober, he is all right, 
and can get away with anything, 
whereas driving a car on the high- 
way ealls for the exercise of every 
caution and the use of plain common 
sense even when the driver is not 
drunk. 

The slaughter of over 42,000 peo- 
ple in the United States in 1937, and 
the injury of over a million others, 
were not all due to liquor and while 
we do not advocate any letting up 
in the campaign against the drunken 
fool at the wheel we do feel that the 
sober fool in the same position needs 
more emphasis. 

Plain ordinary cutting in, follow- 
ing too close, passing on hills, hug- 
ging the centre line, making turns 
at too high speed, one-eyed cars at 
night, crossing in front of other 
traffic when entering or leaving a 
highway, and above all the tendency 
to be in a hurry—which latter prob- 
ably includes most of- the others— 
are just as prolific causes of acci- 
dents whether the driver be drunk 
or sober. ’ 

The modern useless craze for speed 
——and more speed—is at the bottom 
of most accidents. Too big a hurry 
to get somewhere to do nothing of 
importance —- and the ditches and 
morgues are filled with proof of the 
speed slogan which is coming promi- 
nently into use of late-——Death Be- 
gins at 40!”

Modern Ocean Liners Cross Atlantic 
At Great Speed 
Trans-Atiantic greyhounds have 
clipped almost a full day off the 
record crossing-time in the past de- 

cade.

Britain's shipbuilding yards are en- 
gaged in the biggest naval construc- 
tion program in world history. 
The Admiralty is building or has 
ordered 118 ships, ranging ,from 


mighty battleships to tiny torpedo) 


boats, submarines and mine sweep- 


ers. In addition, 21 other ships are) 


projected for this year, enough to in- 
crease the tonnage of the British 
Navy by one-third. 

Every rivet driven. into a hull, 
every gun mounted, represents an- 
other Stép ‘forward in Britain’s re- 
armament . program, -designed to 
make ‘the country invincible to at- 
tack and restore the navy to a para- 
mount position on the seven seas. 

The list of vessels already on the

Comparatively Little On Clothes 
The question of how British mil- 

lionairesses spend their money arose 

recently following a statement that 

“of the fifty wealthiest citizens of 

Great Britain more than half are 

women.” 

It was clearly a matter for a wo- 
man to inyestigate and a reporter of 
that sex did so for the London Daily 
Express and made this report: 

“Most of Britain's wealthiest wo- 
men inherited their fortunes from 
men who made the money, then left 
it to their widows and daughters to 
spend. :
